Other countries, as well as Ireland, 
have discovered that they cannot hope to 
remdin unaffected by the war. Its effect 
upon Ireland takes the form chiefly of a 
shortage of supplies, which may, or may 
not, become acute, accordingly as the 
fortunes of the war fluctuate. For other 
neutrals the consequences are, at least, as 
serious. Dozens of neutral ships have 
gone to the bottom in the past month or 
two, as the result of unhappy encounters 
either with submarines or with mines: 
last week, indeed, according to the official 
British figures, more neutral than 
belligerent tonnage was sunk. The 
Scandinavian nations and the Dutch have 
suffered severely—though no nations, 
perhaps, are more anxious to avoid 
embroilment in hostilities on either side. 
Still more grave is the plight of . those 
countries which, through proximity to the 
war zone, live in constant fear that their 
neutrality will be violated. Not only is 
the nervous strain upon them great—far 
greater than we, in our comparative 
isolation, can imagine—but the expense 
of maintaining their defences in perpetual 
readiness for the worst is a terrible. drain 
upon -their resources. Belgium and 
Holland, Norway, Sweden and Denmark, 
in addition to the nations of south-eastern 
Europe—none of these countries can tell 
when some anhappy “incident” will 
plunge it pell-mell into war, or when 
diplomatic or. economic “' pressure ’’ will 
not be exerted upon it, to the same end, 
by one or another belligerent. War 
nowadays covers so large & field, and so 
complex is the world’s political organisa- 
tion, that even remote ands: a:

The British 
argue that international law is on their 
side ; the Japanese reply that the conven- 
tion on which the British Government 
relies holds good only for actual ‘‘ members 
of enemy armed forces,” and that the 
arrested Germans were civilians. At all 
events, Tokyo has protested strongly to 
(London; and the situation has not been 
improved by the news that another 
Japanese liner, the Tatuta Maru, has been 
| compelled to halt by a destroyer—un- 
identified, but assumed to be British— 
although, in this case, no . passengers 
were removed. The incidents have renewed 
much of the anti-British feeling which had 
been on the wane for some weeks pre- 
viously. Violent demonstrations have 
taken place outside the British Embassy 
in Tokyo, and Japan has given notice 
that. she intends to: “take effective and 
appropriate measures of self-defence '— 
which, if it means anything, means that 
important liners will be escorted by ships 
of the Japanese Navy. Great Britain is 
not likely to lose much sleep over this 
outburst of hostility; for Japan is in no 
position to cause trouble. *The strain 
that exists between herself and the United 
States, however, is another matter, since 
American friendship is very important to 
the democratic allies. We do not doubt 
that the difficulties will be smoothed over 
—as the similar difficulties of twenty-five 
years ago were smoothed over—but it is 
desirable that the democracies should keep 
American sympathy on their side as the 
time approaches for a new Presidential 
election. The Americans, fortunately, are 
wise enough to appreciate not only the 
difficulties of a belligerent, but also the 
difficulties that infest the path of a 
neutral... 
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London at Night 


The black-out of London has not, proved 
to be such a simple matter, aíter all. 
When the lighting “estrictions were intro- 
duced last August it was th-ught that, to 
achieve complete darkness and invisibility 
from the air, all the authorities had‘ to 
do was to switch off. the street lamps, 
command citizens, literally on pain of 
possible death, to cover up every window 
with heavy, black blinds, and order 
motorists to mask their headlamps with 
the specially designed visors. Yet light, 
apparently, like murder, will out. “A 
report has just been issued by the Royal 
Air Force, several of whose pilots have 
just completed a series of night surveys 
of. London, and, according to this report, 
there is quite a considerable amount of 
light still to be seen all over the city. 
Even from great heights the little side- 
lamps of the motor cars are easily visible; 
the brilliant flashes which come occa- 
sionally from < -e overhead wires of tram- 
cars and electrical trains can be seen. for 
miles; pedestrians’ torches, when raised 
above the horizontal level, provide further 
unconscious signals for the night airman ; 
and the chief offender is still the ordinary 
dwelling-house. Many houses, whose backs 
face on to railway lines and other such 
inaccessible places; where the wardens and 
police find it difficult to carry out regular 
or frequent patrols, have their windows 
only casually covered; and this kind of 
irresponsible behaviour, according to one 
pilot, is “‘ extremely prevalent.” 
more rigorous enforcement of the regula. 
tions, of course, even the most unruly 
house can be darkened; but about the 
other leakages very little, apparently, can 
be done. In fact, the report of the R.A.F. 
seems to determine that to black-out 
‘London completely is an impossible task.

The Times to-day remarks:—It is un- 
fortunate that the wage claims under 
discussion in three or four vital industries 
are being regarded in some quarters as 
test cases, with a direct bearing on the 
relations of the trade. union movement 
and the Government.

M. Alphonse Rio, the French Minister 
of Shipping, is coming to London to con- 
tinue a series of inter-Government discus- 
sions with his opposite number in Britain, 
Sir John Gilmour. M. Rio comes from 
Brittany, and, like many of his ancestors, 
he has been a sailor before the mast, 
gaining his master’s ticket after years oí 
sea life. Just before the Great War he 
retired to the comparatively quiet life of 
an Inspector of Navigation and . Chief 
Pilot of the Loire. Aged sixty-seven, and 
calm in manner, M. Rio is approachable 
and seamanlike. When he is working in 
Paris at his Ministry he virtually takes 
the telephone lines with him, for the Paris 
exchange, has orders, to pass all personal 
calls to him no matter where he may be. 


Prince Saionji 

Prince Saionji, the last of the great 
chieftains and makers of modern Japan, 
who is reported to be critically ill, is one 
of the few moderating influences in 
Japanese foreign policy.

STOCKHOLM, Wednesday. 


Although I have spent only a few hours 
in Stockholm on my way to Rovaniemi, 
headquarters of Finland’s Northern 
Army, my stay has been long enough to 
show me how solidly the nation supports 
the Finns in their war with Soviet Russia. 

Walking through the gaily-lit streets, 
covered with a thick mantle of snow, and 
crowded with happy people, one is not 
allowed to forget that less than 200 miles 
away the gallant little Finnish nation is 
engaged in a life and death struggle with 
an aggressor. 

Large photographs of M. Kallio, the 
Finnish President, and  Field-Marshal 
Mannerheim are prominently displayed in 
shop windows, and Finnish flags are 
fluttering everywhere. 

Shop assistants, cinema attendants and 
telephone operators are occupying most of 
their spare time in knitting comforts for 
the Finnish soldiers and the Swedish 
Volunteers now at their side. 


BRITISH AID

ENDORSED 


DRINKS AT 12.40 A.M. 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 


John Nugent, licencee of the 
45 to 49 Essex street, Dublin, was 
the cenviction to be endorsed on the licence, 
for permitting the consumption of intoxicat- 
ing liquor on the premises at 12.40 a.m. on 
October 22nd. 

For the prosecution, it was stated that 
when Sergeant Morris visited the Dolphin 
Hotel at 12.40 a.m., Mr, Nugent was: seated 
in the restaurant with some friends, and a 
waiter was bringing a bottle of Bass, a 
sherry and a whiskey to the table. At 
another table, occupied by some young men 
and three women, there were four tankards 
containing traces ‘of beer. 

For the defence, Mr. P. F. O'Reilly, soliti- 
tor, submitted that Mr. Nugent was enter- 
taining private guests at his table, as he 
was entitled to do, and did not think he 
was wrong in entertaining them where food 
was convenient, instead of in his own private 
part of the premises. The drinks at the 
other table had been served before 9.30 p.m. 
The premises had a clean record for over 
three-quarters of a century. 

District Justice Little, in imposing the 
fine, said that he did so although he sym- 
pathised with the fact that the house was 
recognised as outstanding caterers for sport- 
ing and professional men. There had not 
been a conviction against it for over three- 
quarters of a century.
